New-York Anniversaries. 

The following account of the New-York Anni- 
versaries, we have abridged from the New-York 
Evangelist and Observer 


AM. SEAMAN’S FRIEND SOCIETY. 


The fourteenth anniversary was held on Monday 
evening, at the Tabernacle, Capt. Epwarp Ricn- 
4RDSON in the chair. (For Report see first page.) 

After prayer, by Rev. Dr, McAuley, the Annual 
Report was read by Rev. John Spaulding, Secreta- 
ry. The American and British Societies have co- 
Operated in sustaining Chaplains at Cronstadt, Sid- 
ney in New-South Wales, and the Cape of Good 
Hope, and have rendered assistance in sustaining 
preaching at several other places. Rev. Mr. Saw- 
tell has been sustained by the Society, at Havre, 
and Rev. Samuel C. Damon, has been recently 
sent to the Sandwich Islands Preaching has 
been sustained by the Society at several of the 
Missionary stations, and Seamen's chapels have 
been maintained at New-Orleans, Mobile, Rio Jan- 
eiro, Charleston, and nearly all the seaports in 
the country. The Sailor's Home at New-York, 
has been completed at an expense of &40,000, 
for which the Society is in debt $15,000. There 
are now about 600 pious American sea captains, 
and more than ten times that number of sailors 
There have been 15 revivals of religion reported at 
sea, in some of which the entire crews were sub- 
jects of the work. Revivals have also been en- 
joyed in nearly all the chapels, and probably over 
1000 have been converted. More than 5000 are 
known to have taken the pledge. The receipts 
have been $20,861,890, exceeding the preceding 
year 10,157,61 ; showing that this interesting ob- 
ject of benevolence is taking a deeper hold on the 
sympathies of the Christian community,

Dr. Chalmers had said that the Indian 
boy learning to read, is the sublimest sight in the 
world; and such to him was this little group 
They proceeded to prepare the ten commandments, 
and other Tracts; and by and by you would see 
here and there groups of persons surrounding a boy 
from the school, whe was repeating to them what 
he had learned. 

When, two years since, the printer and the press 
arrived, all around were exclaiming, “What more 
wonderful thing can the new world furnish ?’' and 
Mohammedans began immediately to request one 
for themselves. ‘The power and value of the press, | 
especially in pagan lands, no one could duly esti- 
mate. It was not only the “gift of tongues "in 
one place, but it could” speak in all places at the | 
same moment. ‘To Persia it was like the sun ris- 
ing in the heavens. : 

He presented a copy of the first Tract printed in 
the modern language. When the native teac hers | 
saw the proof-sheet they together exclaimed, “Tt | 
is time to give glory to God.” Now what they | 
needed was funds to support their « perations | 

He also gave a cheering view of the progress of 
religion and the influence of the press among the 
Armenians of Turkey.
